The Situation J 

In looking over lato Canrulinn ex- 
changes, we cannot but bo impressed 
with two not very agreeable things, 
viz., that an astonishing amount of 
ignorance prevails respecting the po- 
sition and temper of this Province, 
and that both political parties have 
boon t»o ready t<> iuilict wrong upon 
British Columbia in order, us it would 
appear, to servo their own ends. On 
one hand, we find the organs of the 
Mackenzie Administration represent- 
ing Sir John Maedonabl and his 
compatriots as tormenting what it 
suits their purpose and humour to 
designate a "rebellion ;" On the 
other, British Columbia is represented 
as being on tho verge of secession 
from Canada and annexation to the 
neighbouring Republic on account of 
the treatment it has received at the 
hands of Mr. Mackenzie's Adminis- 
tration. Now, ali .this may possibly 
seom legitimate political warfare to 
them; but it is most unjust to British 
Columbia. In tho first place, Sir 
John Maedonald had no more to do 
with fomenting or in any way aiding 
or abetting the recent political agita- 
tion in this Province than tho man in 
the moon. In the second place, Bri- 
tish Columbia has neither thought 
nor talked secession from Canada, much 
less has she dreamed of annexation to 
the neighboring Republic. Nor is it 
by any means clear that tho distrust 
and indignation of the Province is di- 
rected against Mr. Mackenzie's 
Administration. It has been more 
directed against the local Government, 
and more especially against tho late 
Premier of the local Government, who, 
it is believed, havo been playing a low- 
game with a view to serving their own 
selrish ends. British Columbia lias as 
yet nothing against Mr. Mackenzie 
and we hope she may never have; but 
for the present her quarrel is undoubt- 
edly with her own public men; al- 
though, at the same time. Mr. Macken- 
zie's relations with recent negotiations 
need to be explained. There is an- 
other ridiculous error into which the 
Ministerial section of the press has 
fallen. Tho Hon. Dr. Helmcken is 
credited with having played the part 
of agitator for the purpose of 
getting otlico. This is, indeed, amusing 
to people hero who know that the gentle- 
man in question could have at any time 
since Uninu either gone to Ottawa or 
taken the position of local Pramiert — hut 
he has been repeatedly importuned tu ac- 
cept both of these positions. No, truly; 
the oiHce-seeldng lies altogether on tire 
other side. We would advise our con- 
temporaries od both sides in Old Canada 
to inform themselves a little better as re- 
(tpects men and parties hero before indulg 
ing in such commentaries. 



A Disinterested Opinion 

In a leading article upon the subject 
of tho recent political upheaval in this 
Province, tho Ottawa Tunes, a prominent 
organ of tho Mackenzie Administration, 
says: — 

"It ■would bo 'well for the British Co- 
lumbians if they would manifest more 
prudence in conducting their own busi- 
ness, othcrwiso limy will succeed in de- 
monstrating that they arc not tit for self 
Government. Their bargain with the Into 
Government of Canada was one that tho 
merest tyro in public alfiii's should \wl\o 
seen, could not be com pie ted. Their pro- 
posal to sell out their revenue, or a tery im- 
portant portion of It, and to lock up the mo- 
ney in public works thai, however desirable 
us pul> lie improvements, were ehtirely un- 
productive of revenue, unless further infor- 
mation will supply a serious defect, must ap- 
pear to be worse than childishness, J -el our 
peoplo on tho I'aciiic coast manage their 
local affairs prudently. - ' 

It sometimes happens that those far re- 
moved from tho scene are onabled to form 
more correct conclusions than those im- 
mediately concerned. The present is one 
of those instances, and wo would advise 
the people of British Columbia to well 
consider the lessor, therein taught.

The healths of "The Queen;" "Tho 
Prince of Wales and the rest of the Royal 
Family;" "His Excellency the Governor- 
Genorul of Canada;" "His Honor Lieut.- 
Governor Trutch;" wero drank amidst 
great cheering and appropriate music by 
Sehafl'er's Band. 

The Chairman proposed "The Army and 
Navy." 

Capt. Collins, R. X., thanked the com- 
pany for tho hearty manner in which the 
toast had been drank, and said that in 
spite of thd substitution of iron for oak 
and tho many other changes of lata years, 
tho Navy would still be found, as they 
' always liad been, in the front whenever 
they wore called upon. 

Capt. Boscoosaid bescarcely thought it 
fair that he should bo called upon to re- 
turn thanks for tho army. If ho belonged 
to anvthing of the kind it was to tho Ca- 
nadian Militia, which had already distin- 
guished itself in tho field, and ho was 
proud to represent it on an occasion liko 
too present. Ho felt confident that it 
would not bo found wanting when called 
upon. 

The Chairman next rose to propose 
"The Guests of the Evening — Messrs. 
McCreight, Robertson, Robson, Bunster, 
Humphreys, Smitho ami Mara, Members 
of tho Legislative .Assembly. 

Tho toast was received with round after 
round of vociferous cheering which con- 
tinued for somo minutes. When order 
hail beeu restored the Chairman said— 

Gentlemen. — Wo aro here to night to 
greet our warriors' safe return from the 

' war, to congratulate thorn on their signal 
and important victory, to show our grati- 
tude for their services and our admiration 
of the iloble'stand they made in defonco 
at the Right and Might of British Col- 
umbia:— tho presesrvation of tho Treaty 
of Union. You must all remember that 
when the government scheme about the 
f^oan and UraviiigDook was first broach- 
ed, the members who aro our guests to- 
night, wore incredulous, did not believe 
that Mr. .Mackenzie would give £50,000 to 
to capitalize tho interest upon £100,000 
for ton years at 10 por cont,— aud they al- 
so opposed tho borrowing, or rather 
spending u million of our own money. 
They could not see why Mr, Mackenzie 
who had never' been a friend should so 
suddenly become ho generous. From that 
day to this tho Local Government have 
never given any explanation of tho rea- 
sons which induoetl Mf. Mackenzie's soom- 
ingly rather generous offer. If they do 
not know they ought to liavo known,— if 
they do know etna will not toll, their mys- 
terious silence in presumably bad. But did 

k Mi. Maekonzio wish to poncenl ? or was it 
Hie bungling of his Ambassador? Soon 
t-'flino Mr. Mackenzie''; obiorvuti-sus about

observations from othor Cabinet Minis- 
tors, and mysterious "Telegrams" and 
hostilo nowspapor articles. Since that 
time tho Canadian Press and tho .utteran- 
ces of Ministers havo made it perfectly 
clear that tho Dominion doos not intend 
to fulfil tho Treaty, and that his generosi- 
ty was intended to allure this Province 
into a snare, and tako from us what ho 
wanted— a Relaxation of the TormH. Our 
mcmbors from tho first saw tho danger 
and opposed the government sohetuo 
upon the grounds that it interfe-rod with 
and would roopon tho Terms of Union, 
and by taking the monoy wo should be 
acting as though tho Terms had never 
been brokou, and so the past laches con- 
doned. What doos broaking the Terms 
mean? It moans the non building of tho 
Railway. It means that all our hopes of 
prosperity aro taken away. It means that 
ovory business man aud everybody who 
has built his hopes upon tho building of 
tho Railway, whether Canadians or Eng- 
lishmen or people of any other nation 
shall sustain loss aud damage Our Trea- 
ty extends beyond British Columbia. The 
Canadian government cannot mordify it. 
Mr. Mackenzie's policy is therefore in any 
case contrary in our treaty. Our guests 
likewise maintained that all changes of 
the Terms ought to besubmitted to a pub- 
lic vote. The Government opposod all 
this, and said it did not affect the Terms 
and it was not necotsary to consult the 
people. But mark! After tho meeting 
in this room they first tried to answer 
our petition with a gunboat, — and not 
being allowed to use that kind of persua- 
sive eloquence, they, paniostricken, re 
sorted to the saving clause— whether to 
save themselves or tho country is doubt- 
ful; but it is certain that it was not done 
until DeCosmos' election hung trembling 
ili.the balance. Depend upon it, the Sav- 
ing Clauso i3 due to tlio pressure brought 
to bear, and the fine attacks of our guests. 
Public opinion did it and our guests were 
tho representatives of that opinion. 
Thanks to these gentlemon tho Torms are 
safo, safer than before, becaussany change 
must bo submitted to tho people. If Mr. 
Mackenzie inoant to bo only generous and 
to condone for the past he can assent to 
this Bill. If he does not we may feel cer- 
taiu that he had objects in view of no bene- 
fit to this country. The country is placed 
in tho best position for any negotiations. 
Rely upon it, the country only wants 
fair, open dealing, and not to deal with 
political diplomatists. Suppose those 
saving clauses had not been inserted, 
Mr. Maekonzio might havo stated, and 
stated with truth, perhaps, in his explan- 
ation of the government grant of £50,000 
and allowing us to spoud our own money, 
that in his negotiations with the Premier 
of British Columbia it was understood 
that this sum was granted in lieu of cer- 
taiu advantages granted, such as tho en- 
dorsement of his Railway polioy; and a 
longer allowance of time for commencing 
and completing tho Railway. Who could 
havo gainsaid it ? Not our members. 
They knew nothing of it. This verbal un- 
derstanding would have been sufficient 
for Mr. Mackenzio;it gave him all he 
wished. Tho two Saving Clauses prevent 
all this— it cannot bo done now. We are, 
therefore, still in a position to demand 
tho fulfilment. To tell tho Canadian gov- 
ernment they have broken the agreement 
but not to break it again;. and to demand 
damages. All this is undoubtedly due 
to tho exortions of our guests. But the 
government wish to rob these gentleman 
of their well-oarned laurels. They havo 
stolen their property and made the Got 
ornor's speech a receptacle of stolen pro- 
perty. For this reason we are still more 
bound to support our guests — Her Ma- 
jesty's Loyal and honest Opposition. 
One thing is certain, tho Government did 
not succeed in making tho people fall 
in with Mr. Mackenzie's plans, but the 
contrary. All tho members will oppose 
Mr. Mcakenzie if ho does not carry out 
tho Treaty. To the uniting exertions 
of our guests (those patriotic gontlemen) 
British Columbia is indebted for the pre- 
servation of her rights — her magna thur- 
(a; the Terms of Union between this 
Province and Canada. Undaunted . by the 
numerical strenth of tho government par- 
ty, thoy besieged them in thoir strong- 
hold until tho government were forced to 
yield to public opinion. Por these mor- 
itorous services wo are here to-night to 
express our gratitude, and in tho name of 
ourselves and of by far the larger num- 
ber of the inhabitants of British Colum- 
bia, to thank them for their exertions— to 
exnress our approbation of the courss 
they pursued, and to congratulate them 
and the country upon the victory 
they havo achieved. And, gentlemen, 
when yen look around upon the people 
hero assembled to express their satisfac- 
tion with your manly, firm aud patriotic 
stand, you may feel certain that you have 
represented tho opinions of the country. 
Tho whole country from Victoria to Car- 
iboo, from the Rockies to the Pacific, all 
agree with you, as shown by telegrams 
from all parts. The country is indebted 
to you for tlie preservation of the Terms. 
The country must remember her frie*ds 
and for charity's sake pardon her enemies. 
To you tho intrepid dofenders of our 
country's rights, wa havo no formal print- 
ed resolutions, no laurel crowns, no be- 
jewelled trinkets to offer; but wo give 
you the heartfelt thanks, the homage, tho 
outpourings of the grateful hearts of a 
grateful people. 

When the honorable gentleman sat 
down the cheering was so great that it 
was somo ininutos before Mr. McCreight, 
who roso first to respond to tho senti- 
ment, could bo hoard. 

Mr. McCreight thanked thom for thoir 
kind expressions of regard and goodwill; 
but said he did not consider that ho 
and tho gentlemen who worked along 
with him in tho debato on tho Bill to ro- 
peal the Terms of Union deserved any 
peculiar commendation; ho thought they 
did no more than their duty, nnd that 
they would have been basely recreant to 
that duty, considering the opinions thoy 
entertained, had thoy not exerted them- 
selves. In other measures, mistakes 
might bo made, and then eorreolod in a 
subsequent Session with but a transient 
injury to tho Province; but a mistake on 
this subjoct must in its nature bo fatal, bo 
irretrievable for ovormoro. Ho Baid they 
had worked almost without hopo of 
changing votes in the Houso, but that 
thoy had struggled on, having tho great 
satisfaction of knowing that thoy were 
doing their duty, aud the hardly less oonso 
latiou of foeling that the heart-worth and 
intelligence ol tho Province, with somo 
exceptions, wero endorsing thoir conduot. 
Ho still thought, as at first, that nothing 
could bo more imprudent than tho rnou- 
sure, and that it had intrinsic evils which 
no alteration in the frame of tho Act 
could romody. Canada had entered into 
an agreement which she says she cannot 
keep. The party who «tiguiatUod thnt 
• 



measure ns suicidal and oorrupt, are now 

in powor. They admit tho Terms are 
broken; say they must havo relaxation, 
aud offer us presents — and we tako those 
presents; couch tho mattor as you like, 
those presents wore liable to bo viewed 
more or loss in tho light of a condonation 
of tho past and an assent to "relaxation" 
of tho Terms in the future. He said his 
sincere hopo was that tho measure, oven 
in its presout shape, would drop. It was, 
ho thought, boyond tho jurisdiction of 
the local Legislature, boing in substance 
an attompt to repeal what was tho equiva- 
lent of an Act of tho Imperial Legisla- 
ture, asjio had nrguod without effect in 
tho Legislative Assembly. Again, it re- 
quired the Parliamontof tho Dominion to 
recognize our right to compensation for 
tho past; to tho immediate commence- 
ment and vigorous prosecution of the 
Railway, and our right to havo the comple- 
tion soourod within the stipulated tiuio. 
Canada, ho thought, would dislike to forgo 
fresh fetters for horsolf, nnd ho trusted 
that it would so turn out ; for a little 
consideration would show that no matter 
what Canada might say whilst giving us 
the monoy, no mattor what safeguards wo 
might have usod, ho thought wo should 
still seriously compromise our position 
by accopting tho i?l ,'.!00,000. Ho then 
explained thut Canada had taken over at 
tho union one million dollars of our 
debt; and probably, in enso a separation 
should ever most unfortunately occur, 
she would bo able to show that wo owed 
her at tho least somo two or throo hun- 
dred thousand dollars more. Those sums 
would amount to two and a half millions 
of debt in case we came to extremities: 
to us a very largo sum— one that wo could 
not pay. In other words, we should bo 
mortgaged as it were to her almost be- 
yond redemption; aud this might be a 
serious impediment when .wo sought to 
enforce our rights. A debtor could not 
well go to extremes against his creditor. 
He trusted sincerely it never would be 
necessary so to act or oven to threaten ; 
but he knew that if you wished for poace 
you should be ready for war — and readi- 
ness for war meant freodom from debt to 
Canada. This was not a time to borrow in 
any quarter, when we were so uncertain 
as to her intentions, and still less to bor- 
row from her. He hoped ho should not 
be .misundorstood in making those re- 
marks as intimating a wish for secession ; 
nothing was further from his thoughts, 
for he considered that that would be 
highly injurious to both parties, and 
what he valued at ieast as much, 
to British interests. Ho was only 
anxious that the Province should retain 
the power of enforciugher rights without 
embarrassment. Ho was anxious that 
Canada should, if he might bo allowed 
tho expression, continue in tho grip of this 
Province and not that the Province Bhould 
through mismanagement and extravagance 
be handed over to the grip of Canada. 
With a view to understand tho* vantage 
of ground on which we now stood, (ho 
was not sure whether he should not ra- 
ther say the ground on which we stood 
before tho unfortunate Act was passed) it 
was proper to take a brief retrospect of 
tho reasons why Canada undortook this 
mighty obligation, which she now, per- 
haps with some reason, lays is beyond her 
power to perform. Wo must remember 
that tho exigencies of trade and other 
causes have and ore likoly to havo a 
growing tendency unless counteracted to 
make Canada gravitate towards the great 
Republic The subject of tariff's hotween 
the Provinces and tha great inconveni- 
ence they caused to trad chad been one rea- 
son for Confederation. The samo incon- 
veniences must bo severely felt along the 
boundary line, and on both sidos of it, 
and tho provisions of the Treaty of Wash- 
ington could only operate as a very par- 
tial remedy. Then moreover tho railways 
of Minnesota wore approaching Manitoba 
which would induce a sympathy botween 
that State and Province. Tho only coun- 
teracting force was to make Canada look 
to the Atlantic on the one side and tho 
Pacific on tho othor, and the connection 
of thoso oceans by a railroad, which 
might not merely furnish an outlet for 
her produce and development of her re- 
sources; but perhaps draw a part of 
that great trado of tho East, the 
possession of which had enriched and the 
loss of whioh had impoverished nations 
over since the earliest period known to 
history. Again, eminent men in Cana- 
da knew that Confederation was but a 
ropoofsned without that railway and 
that it was necessary to give cohesion to 
it. Sir fleo. Cartier, porhups the most 
farsighted man in Canada, made use of 
tho oxprossion — "Canada has entered 
upon thin ice; she must slide quickly or 
break through." This could only mean 
that unless Canada went westward with 
speed she might look to the South. With- 
out that railway and without British Col- 
umbia the days of tiio Dominion are num- 
bered and British interests on this conti- 
nent not confirmed but destroyed by 
Confederation. Tho eminent men who 
negotiated the Terms of Union know this 
well. This then shows tho vantage 
of ground on which we stand now, or did 
stand before that destructive Act was 
passed. If Canada breaks her agreement 
we can go to the Queen for justico, and 
if justico cannot otherwise bo got we can 
demand secession from Canada, which 
probably must end in her absorption in 
tho United States; but if we owe her two 
and a half millions how can wo demand 
separation? if wo are involved boyond re- 
demption how threaten with effect? Ho 
trusted it might never be necessary 
even to threaten. If wo acted wisely and 
retained our vantage of ground that pain- 
ful necessity would probably never arise; 
but wo should uot compromise our posi- 
tion or prejudice our claim in case a sad 
necessity over obliged us to complain. For 
these reasons he detested the Act even 
with its safeguards. Ho believed somo 
gentlemon thought matters would now go 
on smoothly, but he feared that tho agi- 
tation in tho Province was but the first 
shot fired in a long, wearisome contest, 
in which wo Bhould be oonstantly struggl- 
ing for our rights, Canada, ho feared, 
being desirous to evade or postpone them. 
Tho heart of the Province would bo sound 
on tho question, but a constant danger 
threatened, to whioh, even at tho risk of 
embittering animosities which ho had felt 
obliged to incur during tlio rocent do- 
hates, ho must ndvert. Wo are verypoor; 
Canada was rich, rich in what tons is very 
dangerous, namely, PATRONAGE. The 
self-denial and honesty of our public 
men who, unfortunately, aro for the most 
part needy, will bo severely tried in the 
contest. If tho Legislative Assembly 
would faithfully represent tho Province 
ho should not be afraid. He was allud- 
ing to Logislativo Assemblies and Gov- 
ernments in general, not to tho present 
iu particular. He trusted and believed 
that many would rise Buporior to tho 
temptation, but it was only right nnd 



proper to call attention to tho danger. 

It might be said, indeed, that as a resolu- 
tion had been passed that proposed alter- 
ations of the railway clause should be 
submitted to tho pooplo, tho danger was 
imaginary; but it should bo remombored 
that there was a good deal of sectional 
fooling in tho Province, and that ovou in- 
jurious alterations might bo approved of 
by a considerable minority, so that even 
a vital question might then virtually de- 
pend on tho vote of a very fow members. 
Ho would add a few words in conclusion: 
No less a man than tho late Sir Robert 
Peel- had said that tho battle of tho con- 
stitution was to be fought in the Regis- 
trar Courts. Tho time for registering 
was at hand; lot every man who wants to 
see tho Railway made, register, and when 
occasion offers, vote. All can now vote 
without fear. Lot men of woalth and in- 
telligence in tho Province, whoso supine- 
ness and backwardness in taking part in 
politics and especially at tho last general 
eleotion, had brought tho rights of tho 
Provinoo into peril, remember their duty 
and that their fortunes aro at stake, and 
when occasion offers qualify themselves 
to proteot their rights where alone thoy 
can bo protected or sacrificed, in tho Le- 
gislative Assembly of this Province. 

Mr. A. Rocko Robertson being next 
called on to respond said Hint if he and tho 
othor members of tho Legislative Assem- 
bly who had the honor of being the re- 
cipients of so great a compliment hoped 
for any reward of their exertions ou be- 
half of their constituents other than tho 
satisfaction of having fidone their duty, 
tho magnificent demonstration of this 
evening would amply repay thom. Ho 
could not proceed to the discussion of 
any political topic without first discharg- 
ing his mitd upon this point, and asking 
them to aoeopt his very thankful aokuow- 
ledg meets for the very great honor which 
was bestowed upon him aud their other 
guests. While ho felt deeply impressed, 
however, with the generous and grateful 
recognition of the efforts that had boen 
made in tho local Legislature by the Op- 
position, he was glad to believe that tho 
gathering had a much greater .significance 
— that it TTas in fact an organized protest 
by tho most influential portion of the 
community against the bad policy which 
the local government had recently en- 
deavorod to force upon the country; and, 
further, that it indicated in an unmistak- 
ablo manner tho very deep intorost whioh 
the people of tho Province tako in the 
conduct of public 'affairs. Ho believed 
that so long as tho people raanifostcd 
their dorp concern about- public matters, 
so long would there boa substantial nnd 
efficient guarantee against an excessive 
abuse of power nnd position by tho pro- 
sent or any succeeding local administra- 
tion. Mr. McCreight in responding had, 
iu his usual felecitous manner, sketched 
tho outlines of that grand poliev which 
Sir John A. Maedonald and his colleagues 
had inaugurated — tho policy of confede- 
rating tho British Provinces in America 
— and establishing a powerful nationality. 
Ho had shown how, in tho accomplish- 
ment of thoir statesmanlike and patriotic 
policy, ho had risen superior to the petti- 
ness and narrowest of provincial politics 
and ideas, and contemplated the estab- 
lishment of a Dominion that would extend 
from ocean to ocean. In his (Sir John's) 
comprehensive mind, a mere union on 
paper between British Columbia and old 
Canada would be a delusion— the sem- 
blance of confederation without tlio real- 
ity; nnd accordingly when our delegates 
asked for tho Railway clause, it was as- 
sontod to without any haggling on the 
part of Canada's statesmen. (Hear, hear, 
from Dr. Helmckon). Why was this? 
The Opposition had represented it in the 
odious light of a bid for the support of 
tho members that British Columbia would 
send to the Canadian Parliament; but the 
fact was, it was a concession made on tho 
high ground that a railway was an essen- 
tial part of tho scheme, aud a national 
necessity. Ho (Mr. Robertson), wished 
to rofor particularly to the policy of the 
local administration, but in order to see 
that policy in its true light, and appre- 
ciate it at its true value, it would he ne- 
cessary to pursue Dominion politics a 
little fnrthor and look at tho conduct of 
tho Opposition under tho leadership of 
Mackenzio, Blake, and Dorion. When 
the great conception of a Canadian nation- 
ality made by Sir John A. Maedonald's 
administration was about toassumothe 
shape of a reality, what was the conduct 
of tho Opposition? Thoy opposed the 
railway clauso with all their might and 
eloquence; thoy represented it as an not 
of folly on Sir John's part to pledge Ca- 
nada to the fulfilment of such a contract; 
thoy said it was beyond her means; that 
it was the sacrifice of the Eastern prov- 
inces for tho purpose of bringing British 
Columbia into the Union. But tho gov- 
ernment c-i the day stood firm, and the 
railway clause was carried; and upon that 
ground, and that alone, British Columbia 
linked her destinies with those of tho sis- 
ter provinces. British Columbia trusted 
to the lienor of Canadians to keep invio- 
late the Terms of Union. In tho course 
of time, however, Kir John A. Maedon- 
ald's government resigned, and shortly 
afterward the formation of tho Mackenzio 
Ministry, the local .Legislature was called 
together. Looking, then, to the openly 
avowed opinions of Mr. Mackenzio and 
colleagues, and bearing in mind that all 
the great in'orests of this province aro 
identified with the faithful fulfilment by 
Canada of the railway terms, tho question 
was, whether the policy of the local gov- 
ernment was a good one or a bad one. He 
bad no hesitation in pronouncing it essen- 
tially bad. What was that policy? Tho 
onlv two features iu it worthy of note 
wore the Dry Dock scheme mid the Loan 
scheme. This was in reality the whole of 
that wonderful policy which had at length, 
after years of weary waiting, been devised 
and inaugurated. ' It was slated by Mr. 
DeCosmos, U.o country had been told, and 
it had been trumpeted forth on all occa- 
sions by Ministers, thoir friends, and theit 
organs, that the no policy government of 
former days hail been succeeded by the 
People's Government; and that now bet- 
ter times wero in store for the Province, 
for that eminent statesman, Mr. DeCos- 
mos, had a polioy, and that in duo 
timo it would bo inaugurated. Ho 
(Mr.R.) confessed that he had looked for- 
ward to the formal announcement of this 
extraordinary and newly discovered poli- 
cy with considerable interest. IIo had 
expected that there would bo a now do- 
parture, such a policy as would in fact 
spurn the fetters of tho experience of for- 
mer administrations nnd bo tho creation 
of the great statesman at tho head of af- 
fairs. But what was this policy?. As he 
had said it was simply, in tho first ses- 
sion, a fourth portfolio; and in the next 
tho construction of a graving dock, the 
borrowing of a million of dollars from 
Canada and tho building of a fow roads 
aud trails, Surely there was nothing very 



wonderful in all this. Tho onlv thing re- 
markable about it that ho could discern 
was the fact that, iu lieu of treating tho 
graving dock as a work of Provincial im- 
portance, to be done at once by the ex- 
penditure of Provincial means, ho con- 
ceived tho bright idea of begging aid 
from Engiand and Canada, a bonus from 
each of them, and making the whole re- 
sult of this part of tho policy depend 
upon whether Canada would give us £'22- 
000 more than wo wore entitled to and 
England would make us a present of £50- 
1100. Mr. R. thou reviewed tha discussion 
that took placo in tho Local Legislature, 
aud showed how tho government had 
sought to make it appear that in opposing 
their scheme the Opposition were doubt- 
ing Mr. Maekonzio, etc. Mr. R. continu- 
ed that tho lion. Attorney-Gonoral, who 
had boen an ardent admirer of Sir John 
Maedonald whilst he was in power, had 
gone out of his way to eulogise, in extra- 
vagant terms, the virtues of Mr. Macken- 
zio. On tho debate on tho amendment to 
tha speech tho Attorney-General and his 
colleagues contended that it was an in- 
sult to Mr. Mackenzie to suppose that he 
would over think of receding one step 
from tho railway term; that the honor of 
Canada was safe in his hands and that 
tho Term would be more faithfully and 
honestly carried out than it would have 
been by Sir John Maedonald. It was in 
vain that he (Mr.R.) had pointed out 
that the present Ministry, in order to be 
cousistont with themselves and thoir past 
speeches and professions, would certainly 
seek to modify the railway term, and that 
tho gift of £22,000 and the loan of a mil- 
lion dollars were only sops thrown to us 
to dispose us to accede to Mr. Macken- 
zie's propositions. The Attorney-General 
and his colleagues insisted that Mr. Mae- 
konzio had no such thought and they 
carried their point. Mr. R. then referred 
to the public meetings in Esquimalt dis- 
trict, and referred to tho unusual course 
of the government in following at his 
heels to try aud sway the minds of his 
conitltuonts. He c intinac.l Hint when tit t liter stsgs 
of the seesioii, on tho motion to go into n Committee 
of Bupplj, the Uouao knew ps a fuct, from Mr, M»i-- 
kcnzie'i addreaa to the elei'.ton of Lambton, that the 
Mackenzie Government tliil intend La obtain from ui 
& relnxatton of tho H nil way term. It h»tl only been 
conjecture before, now it \v»s a reality. What course 
then Bhould the Loeal Government have adopted? 
Ought they not to haTe said at onci —We find that we 
have been mlKtakcn: we find that Mr. li>ckeniie will 
soon propose to ub a modification of the Terms, and 
under the cirrumrtancea we will, iuthe Interest of the 
country, accept no bonus from him for a graving dock 
and we will not place ourselves In bin power by bor- 
rowing money from Canada unlil we know exactly 
what niod'flcation he will propose to lla. Tliel 
would havo been the coutho of a Government who 
cared more for the public interests than the suceesi 
of the r own little polioy. Hut the Government quib- 
bled: they arcued that the madtucation did uot relate 
to that part of tr-e road which would run iu Britibh 
Columbia. It meant the part north of Lake Superior. 
The arihwer to mat wssobvious.Wbv should the Gov't 
of Canada apply to us If they really meant to delay 
tho construction of that Eastern section for a few 
years, but In the meantime intended to commence the 
road here? The Government, however, wero again 
sustained. Kelt came the Hill to alter the Terms of 
Union. The objections were renewed, and tho Gov- 
ernment proposed certain aaving clansea, But why 
did they propose them? Tho fact was, it was Mr. 
DeCosmos, who, by reason of the dissolution of the 
House of Commons, had suddenly fonnd him sol f 
oblige* to go back for re-election; and theno saving 
clauses were hawked about the town and read at the 
nomination, merely t'i stem the tide or Indignatl n 
which was swelling against him on account of the 
bad policy of the Government ho had recently left. 
But after this Bill was passed, we found a still moro 
extraordinary thing done: The Government actually 
abandoned their policy— n policy wbtoh they said 
they would stand or fall by— by introducing a Bill to 
enable them to borrow the money required for public 
w irks, Han they taken thisstep in the Hi at instance, 
the Opposition would have given them a fceuerou^ 
support in any reasonable scheme, whether by loan or 
otherwise, whereby such uu amount of money could 
be obtained or would be reasonably necessary to earry 
out public warks in this Province. Mr. uobertson 
went on to ihow how blunderingly the policy of the 
Government had been trained. That It exhibited no 
c iu-ful appreciation of tho capabilities or require- 
ments of the Province; that it all reated upon the 
reckless principle of running Into debt now, regard- 
less of the oppressive taxation which in a few years It 
would necessarily entail upon the people, Ha »4ain 
thanked the company for (he cainpliment. and re- 
turned his seat." 

Mr. (Jhairman, Vice-Chairmen and Gen- 
tlemen:— The momentous question which 
has given rise to this truly magnificent 
demonstration has been so fully and for- 
cibly discussed by the speakers who have 
preceded me that X feel my task will be 
an eoey one. 1 am not vaiu enough to 
suppose that this largo coming together 
and enthusiastio demonstration of the in- 
telligence and wealth of Victoria is.mere- 
ly t in recognition of tho humble offoiti 
of " tho handful of us who acted to- 
gether in the local Legislature in defence 
of tho treaty rights of British Columbia. 
No, I trust and Ixdiovo it has a higher, 
deeper, brojidcr signification, — that it 
marks the beginning of a new political 
era in tho history of our country, Permit 
me to say, Mr. Chairman, that I think the 
people have committed tho fatal error in 
the past of taking too little interest and 
part in the administration of tho affairs of 
the country. When British Columbia ao- 
oopted Responsible Government she ac- 
cepted with that form of administration 
certain responsibilities a proper realiza- 
tion and faithful discharge of which are 
essential to good government. Public 
men are just what tho people make them. 
If the peoplo manifest stolid indifference 
as to tho conduct of their public men, nei- 
ther censuring the wrong nor applauding 
tho right, tho consequences must sooner 
or later prove detrimental if not abso- 
lutely disastrous to the best interests of 
the country. To illustrate, and I trust 
my fellow politicians will excuse tho 
homely illustration: Let us follow Brid- 
get into tho kitchen. Sho is a good, 
faithful girl, as girls go. Her mistress is 
one of those easy-going persons who sel- 
dom or over look into tho kitchen, and 
Bridget soon discovers that no smilo or 
word of aprobation requites her diligence 
and carefulness, as no word of reproof 
follows carelessness or wrong doing. 
Think you will not Bridget soon fall into 
careless if not dishonest ways? Iu this 
respect human nature isjmuoh tho same 
in tho Legislative Halls as in tho kitchen. 
The politician, perhaps, more than any 
other mini prizes publio approbation and 
dreads public oousure; a. id if tho people 
would have good, faithful publio men let 
tho poople keep a close watch upon thoir 
actions, and while condemning the wrong, 
let them bo equally careful to approve 
the right. It is when viewing this de- 
monstration as tho beginning of a now 
and more healthy condition of public 
opinion and practice in this respect that 
its chief importance will appear. But 
there is another sense, Mr. Chairman, in 
which this movement may be regarded as 
important in present effort and probable 
future results. And hero I am sorry to 
have to differ to some extent with my lion, 
friend, Mr. McCreight. He has told us 
that there is in all probability a long and 
weary struggle with Canada in storo for 
us. I believe tho real struggle is with 
oursolves, and that if British Columbia 
only proves true to herself any struggle 
she may havo with Canada will bo brief 
and the result will bo satisfactory. Wo 
have recently seen the diabolical attempt 
made by tho local Government to sot one 
section of the Province against the othor, 
in order, it is impossible to doubt, that 
thoy may retain powor and the better 
clutch the "spoils." Could anything 
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more unpatriotic -I was about to say, 
more devUtsh,— well bo conceived than 
this attompt to divide tho oountry in this 
the dark hour of trial and of need ? Ilero- 
by British Columbia shall bo able to re- 
cognise her real enemies. In order to 
thwart the wicked aud selfish machina- 
tions of heraroh enemy, British Columbia • 
must organize aud unite, am Bit is as a first 
step in that direction that tlie chief im- 
portance of tho present demonstration 
consists. It would bo a mistake, Mr. 
Chairman, to ragard this merely as a Vic- 
toria demonstration. Around this spa- 
oious board are Heated upwards of two 
hundred good men and true, and amongst 
thom lam gratified to see representatives 
of thointerior, of distant Cariboo, show- 
ing by their hearty participation in this 
magnificont demonstration that tho issue 
is not "Victoria against tho Mainland." 
but British C-duuibia, onoand indivisible 
How utterly prepostrous, Mr. Chairman, 
to talk about the issue boing between 
Victoria and the Mainland. What would 
Victoria bo without tho Mainland? It 
would bo, indeed, tho veriest folly to 
conceive such an issue— such an unna- 
tural and suicidal conflict of intorosts 
which aro and must over be identical; and 
tho men who are laboring to force such an 
issue upon the country must bo fools as 
well as knaves. "Victoria against the 
Mainland," indeed! Why, sir, Victoria 
has, perhaps moro than any other local- 
ity, risen abovo selfish considerations 
and temptations in this crisis. It was 
becauso sho realized that tho issuo in- 
volved the wollbeing.I might almost say, 
the very existence of British.Colnmbia 
as a whole that Victoria rcso abovo grav- 
ing docks and waterworks and such like, 
and joined her voice with the whole Pro- 
vince in protesting aftainst tampering in 
tho dark with the Terms of Union. View- 
ed as the iirst step towards organized and 
united effort to preserve and insist upon 
tho faithful fulfilment of theso Terms, 
this demonstration is prognant with im- 
portance; and from what I know of the 
intelligence and patriotism of tho people 
on the Mainland, I feel quite confident 
that thoy will stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Vancouver Island in contending for 
the common good. And here I wish to 
say a word about the new Premier of Ca- 
nada, with whom it hnB been my privi- 
lege to bo personally acquainted during 
the greater part of thirty years. I havo 
watched that gentleman's course. I havo 
seen him rise from the position of a work- 
ing stono- mason to tho proud position ho 
now occupies. I have had excellent op- 
portunities during all that period of form- 
ing an opinion ;aud I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that he is an honorable man, who 
would scorn Knowingly to cheat British 
Columbia into a falso position. Knowing 
him as I do, I am convinced that British 
Columbia must look nearer home for her 
real enemy— for the traitors who havo so 
conspired to despoil her and barter away 
bor rights. 

The speaker then proceeded to point 
out how Mr. Maokenzio had been misled 
by our delegate aud wound up with do- 
leniating tho high and patriotic attitudo 
British Columbia ought to assume in tho 
gieat work of empire entrusted to her.
